Demands. 


Washington, Dec. 3.—Driven to des­ 
peration by the unexpected and un­ 
bending attitude of the United States, 
President Zelaya is now reported to 
have developed a plan whereby he can 
resign and at the same time retain 
the reins of power. This consists iii 
putting in ohice as president of Nica­ 
ragua Jose Madriz, well known in Cen­ 
tral America diplomatic circles as Ze- 
laya’s henchman and declared to be at 
Zelay&’s bid abd call. 
The state de­ 
partment, it Is declared, la entirely cog­ 
nisant of the conspiracy under way 
and will act vigorously and promptly 
if Occasion demands. 
In the meantime neither the state 
department nor the Nicaraguan lega­ 
tion officials will discuss the advance 
of diplomatic events. Senor Rodriguez, 
charge d’affaires of the legation, in­ 
sisted that he had not heard from his 
government, and the state department 
likewise professed to be ignorant of 
the next movement of President Ze­ 
laya. 
When the alleged plot for the con­ 
tinuation of the Zeiayan power by 
proxy became known it threw the Cen­ 
tral American contingent here into a 
frenzy. 
One of the diplomatists ex­ 
plained the reason for their perturba­ 
tion. 
“Jose Madriz is a man of exception 
a1 ability,” he said, “and one who could 
be extremely dangerous. He was pleni­ 
potentiary here for Nicaragua several 
years ago, but threw off his allegiance 
to President Zelaya and became a po­ 
litical refugee, eventually representing 
Salvador at this capital.

Madriz promptly did. 
He signed the 
arbitration treaty with the other Cen­ 
tral American republics, and was ap­ 
pointed president of the Central Amer­ 
ican court of justice, which sits in the 
capital at Costa Rica. 


Refused to Sign Agreement. 
“When the dispute between Hon­ 
duras and Nicaragua was appealed to 
the court, the only member of the 
tribunal who refused to sign the agree­ 
ment was Madriz. 
His refusal, it was 
understood at the time, was because of 
the direct orders of Zelaya, who was 
anxious to test the Interest the United 
States actually had in the convention 
and the standing of the various re­ 
publics with your government.” 
While the state department has been 
acquainted fully with the movement 
afoot, it is not yet prepared to pro­ 
test. lh view of ttoe extremely power­ 
ful bote addressed to President Zelaya 
through the Nicaraguan representative 
here, it is not believed that Zelaya 
will attempt extreme methods. 
In such event any further action by 
the United States would be superflu­ 
ous, and the department is marking 
time.

Ryan soon after the insurance scan­ 
dals of some years ago, has passed to 
J. Pierpoint Morgan with its $472,000, 
OOO of assets. 
The transfer, apart 
from its magnitude, marks a reversal 
of the old order under which the in­ 
surance companies controlled the des 
tinies of the banks and trust compa­ 
nies. 
News of the transfer was contained 
in the following brief statement is­ 
sued from the offices of Morgan & Co.: 
“Mr. Morgan has bought the major­ 
ity of the stock of the Equitable Life 
Assurance society, formerly owned by 
Thomas F. Ryan. 
This purchase is 
subject to the trust under which Gro­ 
ver Cleveland, Morgan J. O’Brien and 
George Westinghouse were made vot­ 
ing trustees for the benefit of the pol­ 
icyholders, and 
it covers 
all 
Mr. 
Ryan’s interest, including all the stock 
purchased by him from James H. 
Hyde.” 
Beyond these bare facts Mr. Morgan 
and his partners declined to give de­ 
tails.

St. Paul, Dec. 3.—The switchmen's 
strike has settled down to a steady 
combat with the finish not yet in sight 
unless 
conciliatory 
measures 
are 
adopted through the mediation of out­ 
side parties. 
The railroads are ap­ 
parently gaining a little ground, while 
the union men are maintaining a bold 
front and as determined as ever to 
continue the battle despite a slight 
setback. 
Some switchmen will return to work 
at the Head of the {jakes soon. This 
is regarded as something of a victor} 
by the railroads, but Is not considered 
a serious loss by the union men, be­ 
cause the returning strikers are mem­ 
bers of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen and not under the jurisdic 
tion of the Switchmen’s union of North 
America. 
Statements were Issued by railroad 
official:- showing Improvement 
from 
their standpoint. 
It is not asserted 
ths»t there is any steady volume of 
tiffin movir;', but shipments are bo­ 
ing I -,d< ■ ’ ng the lilies, which indi­ 
ct-1-1 that ti 
railroads are recovering 
Lorn the first day’s experience of a 
practically paralytic condition. 
The Great Northern and the North­ 
ern Pacific are the two most vitally 
affected by the strike because of their 
big mileage and it Is taken to indi­ 
cate that conditions on the other 
lines radiating from the Twin Cities 
are just as good, if not better, than 
on the northern roads. 
There is no 
difficulty on the other roads except in 
the big terminals in the Twin Cities 
and the Head of the Lakes. 
If the 
big terminals were in shape for han­ 
dling 
business 
the 
W estern roads 
would move traffic in the usual man­ 
ner, for the minor outside points are 
not affected by the strike. 


No Material Improvement. 
Conditions at the big terminals did 
not show any material improvement. 
The tieup is as complete as ever, but 
according to the information given 
out from railroad circles the officials 
are proceeding slowly and will make 
an attempt next to break the block­ 
ades in the big terminals. 
New men 
were put to work at the St. Paul Un­ 
ion depot yards, but the movement of 
passenger trains was as slow as ever 
and delays marked practically every 
passenger movement. 
There were more watchmen than 
switchmen on duty in the Union de­ 
pot yards. They were in evidence at 
almost every corner of the property, 
conspicuous in badges and long sticks 
resembling baseball bats. 
No reports of violence were 
re­ 
ceived. 
The watchmen were * there 
more for the protection of railroad 
property than to prevent any possible 
trouble with the strikers. 
Strikers 
visited the scene of their former ac­ 
tivities, but they were there more for 
picket duty than anything else. 
Ne*v men to take the places of the 
strikers appeared from Chicago. About 
IOO 
were 
reported 
to 
have 
been 
brought in, but they were not in much 
evidence at the local yards. 
Most of 
them were sent to outside points, 
where the duties of switching are not 
as hazardous to train operation as in 
the congested yards in the Twin Cit­ 
ies. 
Railroad officials declare that they 
will continue bringing In new men, 
who, ii is asserted by the officials, are 
bonafide switchmen. 
A movement was started 
among 
Minneapolis millers, it Is said, to have 
a conference between toe railroads 
and the strikers. The millers held a 
meeting and the consensus of opinion 
seemed to be that there was no just 
cause for the present tieup of traffic 
and the demoralization of business 
and some attempt should be made to 
bring the two conflicting parties to­ 
gethers

GANAL COMMISSION 


Congressmen Favor Having One 


Man in Control of Work. 


Washington, Dec. 3.—As a result of 
the recent visit to the isthmus of Pan­ 
ama of Representative Tawney and 
other members of congress it 
has 
been decided by leaders of the house 
that the Panama canal commission 
should be abolished and the work of 
constructing the waterway that is to 
connect the two oceans be centered 
in one head. 
A bill doing away with the com­ 
mission and creating the office of di­ 
rector 
general, 
the 
incumbent 
of 
which shall be in complete control of 
the canal construction, will be intro­ 
duced in the house next week. 
The measure has already been pre­ 
pared by Representative Mann of Illi­ 
nois, chairman of the committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce. 
It is the understanding that the bill 
will have th© approval of the admin 
istration. 
While Representative Tawney and 
the other members who visited Pan­ 
ama report that the work is progress­ 
ing satisfactorily they have come to 
the conclusion that centralization of 
authority is desirable. 
Defects 
in the commission 
plan 
have developed and the opinion is 
quite general that better progress on 
the waterway will be made if sole 
authority In 
pushing 
the work is 
placed on the shoulders of one man.

Their View of Conditions 


The follow ing communication from 
a local switchm an very clearly and 
dispassionately 
sets 
forth 
their 
claims in the matter of the strike 
and existing conditions: 
Editor D aily Dispatch: — W ill you 
kindly give me a small space In your 
columns and thus provide me w ith the 
only means whereby I may lay before 
the public a few facts connected with 
the sw itchm en's strike now on in 
this section of tile country, as I wish 
to correct some of the statem ents of 
the general 
managers’ 
assiciation 
handed to the press December 
1st 
1909, as follows: 
First:— They claim that the yard­ 
men should have no com plaint as 
their w orking conditions are all that 
could he wished for. 
To th is I hog 
leave to take exceptions 
as 
our 
agreement with the railroads as it 
now stands requires our service, if 
needed, 14 consecutive hours out. of 
each 24. and in case of any em ergen­ 
cy, they can, under our present state 
laws hold us 16 hours out of each 24. 
In addition to this we are required 
to work every Sunday and every hol­ 
iday throughout Hie year, if the com­ 
pany sees fit to call on us. 
Further, 
they require us to perform our regu­ 
lar duties in any and all 
kinds of I 
weather, and the blizzard and cloud 
hurst cuts no figure to the switchmen : 
— his work must go on or his liny will 
stop. 
Further, I wish to say that our j 
average m onthly pay of 
$100 
per 
month, referred to by the 
general | 
managers’ association, looks big to 1 
the 
average 
man, 
blit 
the I 
general managers’ association does | 
not tell you how the switchm en works 
every Sunday and every holiday and 
l l and 12 consecutive hours of each 
day to earn that princely salary of 
$100 per month. 
They do not tell 
you that if any of their skilled la­ 
borers in other departments of the 
service put in the same number of 
hours th at the yard men do that his 
pay would he much larger than that 
of the switchmen. 
Take any skilled 
mechanic for example, and work him 
31 days or 310 hours at his present 
rate of pay and his penalty for over­ 
time, and his monthly 
pay 
check 
would read as 
follows: 
$149.50, 
less N. P. B. A. assessment, $1, bal­ 
ance $148.50. 
Now 
compare 
the 
sw itchm an’s rate of 32 cents per hour 
straight for 310 hours and you have 
$99.20, less N. P. B. A. assessment 
of 75 cents and you have the switch­ 
men’s princely salary referred to by 
the general managers’ 
association. 
Now, kind reader, stop for a moment 
and compare the conditions of other 
skilled mechanics w ith that of the 
switchm an. 
The first is housed in 
from cold and storm, a much to bfc 
desired condition in th is northern 
country in winter 
w eather, 
while 
your hum ble and underpaid switch­ 
man faces all kinds of bad weather, 
cold and snow storms; and let me 
say th a t no soldier 
of fortune 
in 
years gone by ever placed his life in 
the hands of divine providence as 
many tim es in 24 hours as does the 
switchm an of the present day. 
The 
men involved in this struggle deplore 
the condition 
which 
forced 
this 
strike more perhaps than anyone else, 
but we feel we are fully justified in 
the requests we have made, and hope 
that the public will not condemn our 
action w ithout first looking into the 
conditions and causes w hich led up to 
the same.

NEGRO KILLS HIS MISTRESS 


Sensational Murder Oceura at East 
Grand Porks, Minn.

ASSOCIATION 
MEETS 


Governor Eberhart of Minnesota Deliv­ 
ers an Address. 
Chicago, Dec. 3.—At the nineteenth 
annual convention of the American 
Association of Fairs and Expositions 
held at the Congress hotel, the ques­ 
tion of dates and sequence of these 
dates was discussed.

Declares That A ctio n of the House of 


Lords in Rejecting the Budget W a s 


a E reach of the Constitution and 


a Usurpation of the Rights of the 


House of C om m ons— Prem ier Pokes 


Fun at O pposition Leader. 


London, Dec. 3.—By a majority of 
215, after a brief but exciting sitting, 
the house of commons recorded its 
claim to exclusive control of the na­ 
tion’s purse—a 
claim never before 
challenged in modern times. The vote 
was taken on a resolution offered by 
Premier 
Asquith, 
which 
declared 
"that the action of the house of lords 
in refusing to pass into law the finan­ 
cial provisions made by the chamber 
for the expenses for the year was a 
breach of 
the 
constitution and 
a 
usurpation of the rights of the house 
of commons” and the resolution was 
passed by a vote of 249 to 134. 
By this vote the opposing forces of 
the lords and commons are placed in 
battle array for one of the greatest 
constitutional 
struggles in 
English 
history. No prominent members from 
the government 
side arose in the 
house of commons to utter solemn 
warnings against the course the min­ 
isters were pursuing. The ministerial 
ranks were 
closed 
in 
a complete 
unanimity of protest against the ac­ 
tion of the upper house. 
Mr. Balfour, leader of the opposi­ 
tion, evidently was suffering from the 
effects of his indisposition and did not 
speak at his best. 
His speech lacked 
the ring of sincerity and conviction 
which characterized the prime minis­ 
ter’s. The latter had an easy task in 
pouring ridicule upon what he de­ 
scribed, amid the rousing and encour 
aging cheers of his supporters, as "a 
new tangled Caesarism,” this “arro­ 
gant usurpation” of the house of lords. 


Prem ier’s Iro n y Pleases Hearers. 
The premier’s ironical reference to 
the “instinct of 
divination” of the 
peers on reaching manhood dissolved 
his hearers in laughter. 
He quoted 
with trenchant effect the speech of 
Mr. Balfour less than a year ago, in 
which the former premier described 
himself as a “house of commons man,” 
and said: 
“It is the house of commons, not 
the house of lords, which settles un­ 
controlled our financial system. 
If 
the house of lords could touch the 
money bills the whole executive ma­ 
chinery of 
the 
country would 
bo 
brought to a standstill.” 
The amusement with which the Lib­ 
erals listened to these quotations from 
Balfour against 
himself was 
only 
equaled by the chagrin depicted on 
the faces of Mr. Balfour’s followers. 
Altogether, 
Mr. 
Asquith 
surpassed 
himself and his elated followers de­ 
clared that he never made a finer or 
more effective speech. 
Arthur 
Henderson, leader of 
the 
Labor party, announced that the gov­ 
ernment would have the whole heart­ 
ed support of the Laborites. 
After the vote Premier Asquith an­ 
nounced that the government had ad­ 
vised King Edward to dissolve parlia­ 
ment and that his majesty had ac­ 
cepted the invitation. 
The premier 
added that if the Liberals were re­ 
turned to power the first act of the 
government would 
be the re-enact­ 
ment of all the taxes for which pro­ 
vision was made in the budget reject­ 
ed by the i.ou:e of lords.
